READ— 
Report of the Superintendent, Archaological Survey, Burma, for the year 1908-09. 


RESOLUTION.—It was noted in the Resolution on Jast year’s report that the 
{framing of rules and directions of general application, under the Ancient Monu- 
ments Preservation Act, 1904, had been deferred pending the co-ordination by 
the Director-General of Archeology of the varied suggestions received by him 
from all parts of India. In September 1908 the Director-General intimated that 
in view of the difficulties that had arisen from the divergence of views expressed 
by Local Governments the attempt to offer general suggestions for the framing 
of rules or instructions had been abandoned. Draft rules for the control of excava- 
tion in specified areas in Burma, under sections 20 and 23 of the Act, were then 
published for criticism. No suggestions were received from the public, and the 
rules have been issued since the close of the year under review. Action was also 
taken during the year in connection with the notification of monuments as protected 
under section 3 of the Act and the prohibition of the removal of sculptures, carvings 
and other like objects without the written permission of the Deputy Commissioner. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the arrangements for the administration of the 
Act will now ke completed without much further delay. The classified list of all 
the more important archtectural remains m the Province is still under process of 
ccmpilation at the hands of the Superintendent of the Archzological Survey. 


2. Owing to the lack of funds available for public works generally, the 
expenditure on ercheological work was confined mamly during the year under 
review to the conservation of buildings. Some progress, however, was made with 
the architectural survey of the Palace at Mandalay, and the work of excavation on 
the ancient site of Yathkemyo was continued. Nine buildings also were added 
during the year to the list of buildings conserved by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. But the total expenditure on archzological operations was necessarily 
much less than in the previous year, and no improvement in this respect can be 
anticipated in the immediate future. 


3. Sanction was accorded during the year to a proposal to offer a scholarship 
annually for the purpose of training students in Burma in archzological work. 
The desirability of instituting such a scholarship had been recognized for some 
t:me, but until recently there have been insufficient facilities for the study of Pali, 
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and without a knowledge of Pali a course of instruction in Archzology in Burma 
would be of little value. Pali is now a recognized subject in the B.A. classes of 
the Rangoon College, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the institution of 
the scholarship will be instrumental in arousing a spirit of interest in archawological 
matters. 


4. The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are again due to Mr. Taw Sein Ko for 
an interesting report and for his unremitting zeal in the cause of Archzology in 
Burma.

Surveyor. Fifty-four drawings were made, and it is hoped that the preparation 


of photographs and the remaining drawings will be completed in the course of the 
next official year. | 


(ii) Zhe preparation of a list of Antiquarian remains in Burma.—The work 
is in hand. 


(ii) Zhe excavation of the pre-historic site of Yathemyo, near Prome.— 
The work of excavation was continued under the supervision of Mayng Po 
Thaung, Officiating Superintendent, Archzological Survey, and lasted nearly eight 
weeks. Fresh ground was opened at the site of the Palace and the village of 
Leébaw. No important discoveries were, however, made. . 


(iv) The compilation of an account of the thirty-one Archa@ologtcal buildings 
at Pagan, which ave maintained by the Public Works Department.—This work 
is to be held in abeyance till the repair and restoration of the Archzeological 
buildings at Pagan have been completed by the Public Works Department. 


(v) The preparation of a Catalogue of the coins in the Phayve Provincial 
Museum.-~The Catalogue was completed and submitted to the Local Government.

Owing to the stoppage of new works by the Public 
Works Department, through want of funds, the amount of touring was some- 
what curtailed. 


SECTION III, 


Recommendations made during the year for conservation or excavation. 


5. Proposals were submitted for the conservation of eleven buildings (Appendix 
B), of which seven are pagodas, two are wooden 
monasteries, and the remainig two are Royal tombs. 
6. The continuation of the excavation of the pre-historic site of Yathemyo 
near Prome was recommended, and the proposal 
was sanctioned.

7. During the year 1908-09, the Fee Government sanctioned the 

. maintenance of nine additional buildings (Appendix A), 

Conservation of monuments; one of which’ is the Eastern Pedleik Pagoda at 

Pagan, whose conservation was recommended in January 1908. When the year 

closed, no orders had been received regarding the conservation of the Sangyaung 

Monastery at Mandalay. The proposal to conserve the two Royal tombs at Ava 
was vetoed, as they possess no archzological significance.

8. At the instance of the Government of India, the Chief Engineer 
ee issued instructions to the Superintending Engineers, 
Department Ofcers. | ~SCRangoon, Maritime, Toungoo, Chindwin, and 
Mandalay Circles, to supply the Superintendent, 
Archzological Survey, not later than the 1st April in each year, with brief notes 
of any inspections of archzological monuments which might have been made 
during the year by them, or their gazetted subordinates. During the year, 
Mr. G. T. I. Oliver, Superintending Engineer, Mandalay Circle, Mr. H. W. James, 
Superintending Engineer, Toungoo Circle, and Mr. B. B, Scott, Executive 
Engineer, Pakékku Division, furnished me with copies of their inspection notes on 
the archzological buildings at Mandalay, Pegu, and Pagan. The old Portuguese 
Church at Syriam was inspected by the Subdivisional Officer (Public Works 
Department), Kyauktan, while the monuments at Mingun were visited by the 
Chief Engineer, the Hon’ble Mr. G. G. White.

is now proposed to amend the procedure so as to ensure the advice of the 
Executive Engineer and the Superintending Engineer being taken in each case. 


10. The buildings at Mingun and the Tupayén Pagoda at Sagaing were

Archaological Survey. printed as they were not important. The buildings at 
Hmawza and Mingun were also inspected by Maung Po Thaung. 


11. On the 24th April 1908, a strong gale blew down the Palace spire, 
Conservation of the Palace and I deputed my Architectural Surveyor, Maung 
buildings and the pavilions on the Mya, to report on the damage done to the other 
Mads of Pork Duttenh, - buildings in the Palace, and to the pyatthats on the 
walls of Fort Dufferin, and to write an inspection note on the lines of a previous - 
one recorded by myself in 1904. His inspection note was duly forwarded to the 
Executive Engineer, Mandalay Division, for such action as might be necessary, 
and it was suggested that, in the conservation of these buildings, the following 
principles might be observed :-— 
(i) The periodical and timely execution of petty repairs ; 
(1) To keep the roofs water-tight ; 
(111) To provide for efficient drainage ; 
(iv) To fill up holes in the roofs, pillars, walls and floors ; 
(v) To have periodical earth-oiling ; 

(vi) To destroy the vegetation and to remove the birds’ nests on the 

multiple roofs. | : 

In repairing the Palace spire, it was suggested’ to the Chief Engineer that 
the absence of iron braces throughout the structure, and the shallowness of the 
mortise holes might be rectified, and that, if a further stiffening was required, 
flat wooden beams called 4yaz, in Burmese, might be put in, as in Burmese times. 


12. In 1904, Mr. J. H. Marshall, Director-General of Archzology, suggested 
that a few of these sayats should be restored, while 
sae pic ty of sayatsin North the majority of them should be dismantled in order 
oat Read, Mandalay. oe : ; 
to minimise the risk of fire to the archzological 
buildings in the neighbourhood. Owing to the existence of schisms in the 
Buddhist community, the settlement of the matter was held in abeyance. At 
the instance of the Hon’ble Mr. G. G. White, Chief Engineer, it has now 
been decided to issue a public notice, in the name of the Cantonment Magistrate, 
Mandalay, calling for objections to the dismantling of nineteen of the zayats, and 
to the utilizing of the materials obtained thereby in restoring the four sayats which 
are nearest to the Thudama zayat as well as the Thudama and Patan zayats, 
for which estimates have been prepared by the Public Works Department. If 
any materials are still left, it is proposed to use them in repairing the Mogaung 
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kyaung in the western suburb. These sayats were built and maintained under 
the orders of King Mindén, and their ownership is now vested in the British 
Government, which 1s his successor in title. 


SECTION [V. 


Progress made in the preparation of the Propinctal list of ancient remains. 


13. While I was onthree months’ privilege leave, { had expected to make a 
substantial progress with the compilation of the Provincial list of ancient remains ; 
but other duties intervened, especially the preparation of a classified Catalogue 
of the Coins in the Phayre Provincial Museum. During the ensuing year, 
however, when there is a comparative lull in the execution of works of conser- 
vation, owing to the retrenchment of expenditure, I have every reason to hope 
that I shall have more time for toyring and revising the district lists of monuments. 


14. Under the provisions of section 3 (1) of the Ancient Monuments Preser- 
vation Act, VII of 1904, the following twenty-one buildings, situated in the 
Akyab, Sandoway, Mandalay, Kyauksé, and Myingyan Districts, have been 
declared to be “‘ protected monuments ”’ :—

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15. The first eleven monuments were selected by the late Dr. E. Forch- 
hammer, Government Archzologist, before his death in 1890, and his recom- 
mendations were supported by the Commissioner of Arakan. For the present, the 
attention of the Archzological Department has been confined to Pagan, Mandalay, 
and Prome, and it is hoped that, in the future, some time could be spared for the 
interesting antiquities of Arakan.

SECTION V. 
Accounts of Detailed Surveys and Excavations. 


16. A sum of Rs. 1,305 wasexpended on this work during the year under 
Architectural Survey (f Manda- review, and 68 plans and drawings were prepared. 
lay Palace. | There only remain 17 drawings to be executed, and 
it is expected that they will be completed by the end of the current calendat year. 
Twenty-one drawings connected with the survey were prepared by the Public 
Works Department, and the total number of plans and drawings completed by 
the Archzological Department since 1903-04, is 101. The Palace buildings 
are the best representative type of Burmese ceremonial and civil architecture in 
wood, and a critical study of them would be useful in understanding the technique 
in brick and stone. 


17. During the cold season of 1908-09, excavations were conducted by my 
locum tenens, Maung Po Thaung, at the Western 
Zegu Pagoda, Southern Zegu Pagoda, the site of an 
ancient Palace, Shwetaga, and Lébaw. At the Western Zegu Pagoda, were 
unearthed a Parinirvana statue of the Buddha in brick with the head pointing to 
the East, measuring 13 feet 4 inches by 4 feet, and a quadrangular buildin 
provided with a nave and parallel aisles, measuring 65 feet 8 inches from North 
to South, and so feet 7 inches from East to West. The formet apparently 
enshrines the ashes of a high personage, as a king, and the latter is probably a 
family vault intended to contain the funeral urns of a number of people, who 
wete connected to each other by blood or marriage. The difference in the width 
of portions of the outer aisle indicates the difference in the period of their con- 
struction. At the Southern Zegu Pagoda, were found burnt bones and ashes, 
which show that the building marks the site of atomb. The Palace-site is thé 
most interesting of all. In 1815 A.D., Bodawpaya, King of Ava, had an official 
survey made of it. The central point is a brick basement floor, which is 210 feet 
square. It is protected by a circuit wall in brick as well as by a deep moat. The 
bricks used are well burnt, and the largest of them measure 17 inches by g inches 
by 3 inches, and on the backs of them are inscribed characters in an unknown 
script, which is probably of North-Indian origin. The bricks are smoothly jointed, 
and the whole workmanship shows high expert skill and knowledge. At the 
Shwetaga or ‘‘Goldén Gate” of Srikshetra, were found remains of a Zovana or 
gateway in stone. The subject requires a further investigation. High hopes 
had been entertained of the value of the discoveries to be made at Lébaw, but 
they were not realised. The remains of the octagonal plinth of 4 st#fa were 
found. During the next season, it will be cleared of the débr1s covering it, so as 
to admit of its architecture being examined more closély. 


Excavatwns at Hmawza. 


18. The votive tablets found appear to confirm the conclusion already come 
Value of the finds. to that the Northern variety of Buddhism prevailed in 
ancient Prome. Six of them bearing legends as well 
as the estampages of two inscribed bricks have been forwarded to the Govern- 
ment Epigraphist at Simla for favour of decipherment and translation.

Account of Conservation Works proposed, carried out, or in progress, and of the 
expenditure incurred on them. 


19. The Government of India sanctioned an allotment of Rs. 8,307 as a grant- 
in-aid from the Imperial Revenue for Archzological 
expenditure in Burma, and the Director-General of 
Archzology recommended that the amount should be expended onthe special 
repairs to the Eastern Petleik Pagoda at Pagan.

Towards the estimated cost only a sum of Rs. 15,000 has been provided in 
the Provincial Public Works Department Budget, and an application has been 
made to the Director-General of Archzology in India for an Imperial grant-in- 
aid of Rs. 38,865. |

SECTION VII. 
Notice of Subordinates and their work, and of changes in Personnel, 


22. From the 1st January tothe 31st March 1909, I was absent on three 
Leave of Superintendent, months’ privilege leave, and Maung Po Thaung, 
Archzological Survey. B.C.E., Assistant Engineer, was appointed to act for 
me. Nearly the whole of the period of his deputation was spent on excavation 
work at Hmawza, while the office work was attended to by me. 


23. The public health of Mandalay suffered from a most virulent type of 

sSucviea oF eubondinatel, plague, and there was sickness among the clerical 

staff. Consequently the progress of work was much 

delayed. Maung Pyo, English-speaking Clerk, was granted six months’ combined 

leave with effect from the 15th December 1908, and his place wastaken by Maung 
Ba Hlaing. 
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24. In 1903, the Director-General of Archzology suggested the institution of 
Institution of archzological anarchzolugical scholarship for Burma on lines similar 
scholarships. to those laid down in India. The matter has-been in 
abeyance owing to the absence of any provision for the —s of Pali in the 
B.A. classes of the Rangoon College. As it 1s now possible to offer that subject 
in the B.A, Examination of the Calcutta University, the Local Government has 
been pleased to institute an archzological scholarship, with effect from the rst. 
August 1909, thereby giving a great impetus to the cause of Archzology in the 
Province. ‘ The following memorandum sets forth the full particulars regarding 
the scholarship :— : 


‘) His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor has approved a proposal to offer 
annually one Archzological scholarship of the value of Rs. 100 a month for the 
purpose of training students in archzological work. The scholarship will be 
awarded by the Local Government upon the nomination of the Director of Public 
Instruction. Candidates may be of any race or class but must have passed the 
B.A, examination of an Indian or British University and possess a sound knowledge 
of Burmese and Pali. | 


‘(i) The holders of the scholarships will be under the orders of the Superin- 
tendent of Archzological Survey, and will be attached to his Office. During the 
touring seasons, they will be sent wherever the best opportunity may offer itself 
for receiving a training in architecture, excavation and other branches of Archz- 
ology, and in the technical processes of photography, drawing, etc., and, for this 
purpose, may be attached to the Archzological Department in India. At other 
times they will be employed at headquarters in working up materials collected 
during their tours. While on tour, the holders of the scholarships will be entitled 
to travelling allowance at the rates admissible under the Civil Service Regulations. 


** (iii) The scholarships will, in the first instance, be awarded for one year. In 
the case of promising students, they may be extended by. the Director of Public 
Instruction for a further period not exceeding two years, and the amount in that 
case may be raised by the Director to Rs. 125 a month, if the work done justifies 
the increase. 


‘“(v) The first of these annual scholarships will be tenable from ist August 
1909, and applications should reach the Director of Public Instruction by rst July 
1909.” 
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SECOND PART. 
SECTION I. 


Full account of works of Restoration and Preservation of important buildings 
| and sites, of excavations and fresh discovertes. 


25. The report under this section is necessarily of a meagre character, 
because the activity of the Department was much circumscribed by the shortage 
of funds assigned to Archzological works. : 


26. In the East generally, a royal personage 1s regarded as a manifestation of 
the divine afflatus, and his tomb serves as a place ot 
pilgrimage. The maintenance of the sacrosanct 
character of a ruling house is in an inverse ratio to the development of political 
institutions. Where republicanism prevails, as in France and the United States of 
America, the office of the Head of the Stateis respected while his person merges 
in the common population. Where autocracy prevails, as in Russia and China, 
and, to a certain extent, in Japan and Siam, the Sovereign assumes the rdle of 
Vicegerent of Heaven on Earth. Burma forms no exception to the rule and falls 
under the same category as her neighbours, Siam and China. The Sandamani 
Pagoda, whose conservation has been sanctioned by the Local Government, is the 
tomb of the Crown Prince of Mindén and three other Princes, who were murdered 
in the Myingun rebellion of 1868. An annual festival is held in its honour ip 
October of each year, which is largely attended by the adherents and descendants 
of the Crown Prince, who was not only the mainstay of his brother Mindén, 
in ‘his capacity as warrior, statesman, and reformer, but was one of the 
few vigorous and stimulating personalities of modern Burmese history. The 
process of the deification of heroes is still extantin Burma, and the Sandaman 


Pagoda is a tribute paid to hero-worship. 


Sandamani Pagoda, Mandalay. 


27. This is one of the few wooden structures recently brought on the Uist 
of monuments maintained bv Government. Under 
the Burmese régime, it was used as the official resi- 
dence of the Zhathanabaing or Buddhist Archbishop, and no effort was spared to 
impart to it an air of splendour and magnificence. Built in 1859, it forms, with 
the Salin, Shwenandaw and Myadaung. monasteries, a quartette of exquisite 
specimens of Burmese wooden architecture.

28. Towards the construction of this building the Government of India granted 

eo ee an Imperial subsidy of Rs. 500 in 1904, and of Rs.2,000 
in 1907. The Deputy Commissioner, Shwebo, 
reports that it is very nearly completed. It will house the interesting relics found 
in the relic-chamber of the Shwebawgyun Pagoda, which was built in 1763 A.D., 
by King Naungdawgy), the eldest son of Alompra, the founder of the last Burmese 
dynasty, which was subverted by the British in 1885 A.D, The exhibits of the 
Museum re-awaken an interest in the foreign relations of Burma inthe 18th century. 
Ava was conquered by the Talaingsin 1752 A.D.; Alompra proclaimed himself 
King in the following year ; and, for ten years, the Burmans and the Talaings were 
engaged in incesSant fighting. In these wars, the belligerents were still armed 
with bows and arrows, and firearms decided the fate of battles. These weapons 
of precision were supplied by the Agents of the English and French East India 
Companies, which, having made peace after an open war of five years in the 
Carnatic, transferred their rival aspirations to Burmese soil. The French 
had a factory at Syriam, and the British established themselves at N eprais and 
Bassein. The prescience of the latter in selecting the winning side in all disputes 
among native rulers in India and Burma, and in the East generally, is truly 
remarkable, and 1s one of the chief contributory causes of the expansion of British 
dominion over-sea, The English supported the pretensions of Alompra, who 
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was an upstart of no royal lineage, against the claims of the King of Pegu, who 
had unlimited resources at his disposal and, in the end, they were quite justified in 
their choice. 


SECTION II. 


The epigraphical, numismatic, exploratory and other work of the Department, and 
its bearing on historical research, including reports on special subjects tn 
which tmportant discoveries have been made or information collected. (A 
brief reference only 1s made to subjects on which special reports have 
been contributed to the General Archeological Report.) 


29. Theestampages of fifty inscriptions were procured, namely, six from 
Myingyan, and forty-four from Sagaing. Three of 
them possess an exceptional historical interest :— 

(¢) was set up by Kyanzittha, the successor of Anawrata of Pagan in 398 
B.E. (1036 A.D.), while he was leading the life of an exile in the 
neighbourhood of Amyin ; 

(42) was engraved in 577 B.E. (1215 A.D.) and settles the vexed question 
as to the identity of the celebrated Buddhist divine, Mahathera Paung- 
laungshin Katthapa, with the Mahathera Panthagu of Pagan; 

(121) records the existence at Kyauksauk in the Myingyan District, as 
late as 830 B.E. (1468 A.D.), of the heretical sect of Aris, who were 
suppressed at Pagan by Anawrata in the 11th century A.D. 


Epigraphy. 


30. On the 15th May 1908, twenty-five silver coins were found buried in the 
Mawyén village in the Sandoway District. Eighteen 
of them were minted in1710 A.D. A_ melancholy 
interest attaches to these coins as they were struck by the later kings of the last 
dynasty of Arakan, and the period covered by them, namely, from 1710 to 1764 
A.D., is described by Phayre 'at pages 181-2 of his “ History of Burma.” The 
collection of coins in the Phayre Provincial Museum was catalogued, Including 
pieces of silver bullion, it consists of 76 typical coins, which have been classified, 
according to nationality, as follows :—Arakanese, 16; Burmese, 8; Indian, 48; 
Siamese, 1; Chinese, 2; and European, 1. Burmese coinage dates only from 
the reign of Bodawpaya (1781—1819 A.D.), and few Burmese coins are, therefore, 
extant. Both Arakanese and Burmese coins, however, appear to have been 
primarily intended for a commemorative purpose, being struck in the first regnal 
year of kings, or to be deposited in the relic-chambers of pagodas. Their use as 
currency was an afterthought, borrowed from India, where the idea that coinage 
for currency was an act of the State, arose after contact with Western nations. 
Sir Arthur Phayre’s account of the ‘‘ Coins of Arakan, of Pegu, and of Burma” 
sti!l remains the standard work on the subject, the reference to Arakanese coins 
at pages 331-2 of Vincent Smith’s ‘* Catalogue of the coins in the Indian Museum ”’ 
being of a most meagre character. | ; 


Numismatics. 


31. Mr. J. Stuart, Managing Proprietor, Rangoon Gazette, who was engaged 
in compiling a historical account of Burma for 
Thacker’s Cyclopeedia of India, was furnished with the 
following note on the Ethnology of Burma :— 


Burma is supposed to have been occupied by a Negrito race, which even 
now extends its habitat from the Andamans to the Philippines. This race was 
succeeded by another of a different stock, the Mon-Khmer, which is now repre- 
sented by the Talaings and Cambodians, and by the straggling and scattered 
tribes of Khasias in Assam, and the Palaungs and Was in the Northern Shan 
States. The Mon-Khmer appears to have entered Burma from north-eastern 


dia, as it has left its congeners, the Bhils and Gonds, behind. This race was 


Burmese ethnology. 
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again succeeded by the Shans and Karens, who came originally from Yinnan and 
Kueichou respectively. These were succeeded by the Tibeto-Burman tribes, of 
which the Chins are the earlier, and the Marus, Zis, and Lashis of the Kachin 
Hills are the later representatives. The new comers immigrated into Burma 
from Eastern Tibet, where the allied tribes, the Lolos, Mantzu and Sifans are 
still to be found. 


We have, then, the following four stocks in Burma: 
- (a) The Negrito ; 
(11) The Mon-Khmer ; 
(i) The Chinese ; and 
(iv) The Tibetan. 


Burmese history is very vague, due, no doubt, to the exterminating wars, and 
to the excessive zeal for vandalism displayed by the victors. We have no tradi- 
tional histories or national ballads like the Mahabharata and the Ramaydna of 
India, which indicate the ethnic movements and the displacement of the indigenous 
tribes by the Aryanrace. In these circumstances, we have to rely on comparative 
philology, comparative religion, and anthropometry to supply us with the 
necessary evidence. ,

(i) On the Archzological discoveries at Prome for publication in the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, London; and 
(ii) On some Conservation Works in Burma. 


33, The characteristic feature of the stone sculptures discovered at Prome is 
the occurrence of two chauri-bearers flanking the 
Buddha, which appear to claim kinship with the 
famous paintings and figures in the Ajanta Caves inthe Bombay Presidency. In 
paragraph 13 of the Inspection Notes on the care and conservation of the Ajanta 
Caves by the Archzological Surveyor, Western Circle, dated the 15th June 1908, 
Dr. Sten Konow, late Epigraphist to the Government of India, writes as follows :— 


‘The scene most commonly represented in stone is the Buddha, seated on 
a throne, supported by two lions. His feet often rest on a lotus held up by two 
Nagas. On the front of his seat we usually find the wheel and deer symbol. 
On both sides of the Buddha is a chauri-bearer, almost certainly the two 
Bodhisattvas, Avalokitesvara and Maitreya. In one small group (above the first 
big one on the right hand wall of Cave 26) a Vajrapani.of smaller size is added 
to the right of the right-hand chauri-bearer. Of the two chauri-bearers in the 
group below, a Dhy4dnibuddha is clearly visible in the head-dress of the chauri- 
bearer to the proper left of the Buddha, while only a niche is left in the head- 
dress of the corresponding right-hand figure. Ina third group, the right-hand 
figure carries a flask in his left hand, and, ina fourth place, we find the flask 
combined with a Dhyanibuddhain abhayamudra. It, therefore, seems necessary 
to infer that the chauri-bearers are, in fact, what their appearance would seem to 
indicate, vzz., Bodhisattvas.”’ 


On the sculpture found at the Zegu Pagoda, the Director-General of 
Archzology comments: | 
‘This sculpture plainly derives its style from the familiar Gupta work of 
Northern India. It can hardly be assigned to a later date than the 7th century 
A.D., and may be earlier.” 


For purposes of historical research, the discoveries made at Prome have 
established three most important facts :— 


Discoveries at Prome. 


(i) That the North-Indian variety of Buddhism, whose vehicle was 
Sanskrit, prevailed at Prome ; 
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(ii) That there was intercourse between Prome and Northern India, when 
the latter was ruled by the Guptas (319—606 A.D.), whose toleration 
of Buddhism is well-known ; 

(iii) That authentic Burmese history based on sculptures and inscriptions, 
which has hitherto been limited to the 11th century A.D., has now 
been pushed back for, at least, four hundred years, 7.e., to the 
ath century A.D. : 


34. The majority of the conservation works undertaken during the year 1907-08 
presented no special features of architectural interest, 
but the Taungthaman Kyauktawgyi Pagoda of 
Amarapura, and the Nanpaya Temple of Pagan deserve some notice. The former 
was built, in 1847 A.D., by King Pagan, the immediate predecessor of Mindén 
Min. In constructing this shrine, the model taken was the Ananda Pagoda at 
Pagan. There was an interval of a little more than seven centuries and a half 
between the building of the two temples, and the achievement must be pronounced 
to be a fair success. The prototype is awe-inspiring by the chastity of its design 
and the simplicity of its grandeur, while one’s religious sense is bewildered by 
the extraordinary wealth of detail and the amount of fantastic ornamentation 
lavished on the later edifice. Inthe 19th century, the Burmans had apparently 
forgotten much of their knowledge of architecture in brick and stone, and had 
been accustomed to build and carve in wood; hence one serious defect of the 
Amarapura Pagoda, which is conducive to its instability, is the use of wooden 
beams and joists in the interior aisles. ine best specimen of stone architecture 
at Pagan, if not in the whole Province, is the Nanpaya, erected, in 1059 A.D., 
by Manuha, the last King of the Talaings. The wealth of its ornamentation lies 
in the frieze below the cornice, the corners of the building and the frieze at the 
basement. The sculptor’s art reaches its climax inthe decoration of the four 
pillars flanking the sanctuary in the main building. On the sides of each pillar 
are carved the four-faced Brahma, the Creator of the Universe, holding lotus 
flowers in each hand. The anatomy of the figure and its facial expression are 
perfect. The broad forehead, the frm mouth, the thin lips, and the well-developed 
chin indicate high intellectual power. 


Conservation works in Burma. 


Archeological Finds. 


35. The year under report is remarkable for the paucity of the Archzological 
finds broughi to notice. Mr. A. P. Morris, Subdivi- 
sional Officer, in charge of Irrigation, Myittha, 
Kyauksé District, reported the discovery of 17 small images of the Buddha and 
a ring while cutting across the walls of an old city in aligning the Ngalinzin canal. 
and suggested the excavation of the old site. The walls referred to appear to be 
those of a fortress, and owing to the smallness of the enclosed area and the 
absence of monumental remains, further excavation was discontinued. The 
remains of such fortified places are found scattered all over the Kyauksé District, 
because it afforded a safe asylum to political and religious refugees from Pagan, 
where the Burmese kings held capricious and arbitrary sway. The 17 figures 
form part of a collection of images representing the last 28 Buddhas including 
Gautama. The ring was apparently worn on an extraordinarily large finger of a 
man of great stature, and has a place for setting a central stone with eight smaller 
ones encircling it. The ring is probably one set with nine different kinds of gems, 
and is called the ‘ Nawa-rat-let-sut” in Burmese. Itis much prized by the 
Burmans, as it is believed to safeguard the wearer against danger and sickness. 


Excavation in Kyauksé District. 


36. The existence of the Kawgun Cave in the Pa-an Subdivision of the Thatén 
District was brought to notice by Mr. H. L. Tilly, 
Commissioner, Tenasserim Division. It contains a 
number of tiles and images and some inscriptions on the walls, which are probably 
in the Talaing language. The Commissioner was informed that I had visited it in 
1891, and that I should be glad to inspect it again and the other caves in the

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rieighbourhood, should | happen to be in his Division. An extract from my 
Report on the Kawgun Cave was forwarded for his information. 


34. Anative hunter informed Lieutenant Kemmis of the Burma Military Police 
Ancient tombs in Myitkyina that the graves at Pidaung were the resting-places 
District. of the Yawyins or Lihsaws, who were driven out by 
the Burmans about a hundred years ago. On the other hand, Mr. Wilson, Sub- 
divisional Officer, Mogaung, was inclined to think that there was an ancient 
settlement of Chins on that site. Whatever may be the true history of the 
locality, it seems to be clear that the Myitkyina District, owing to its singular 
geographical position, presents interesting features from an ethnological point of 
view, and that the displacement of the races, Chins, Kadus, Shans, and Kachins, 
one by the other, is testified to by such inemorials of the past as tombs and Wat 
shrines. Mr. W. A. Hertz, Deputy Commissioner, Myitkyina, was accordingly 
asked whether he was aware of any history or tradition attached to the ancient 
tombs of Pidaung, and whethcr he thought that excavation was likely to yield any 
interesting results. His reply bemg in the negative, no attempt was made to 
explore the site. 


38. Mr. A. Dunbar, Assistant District Superintendent of Police, Mardalay, 
Kangén Pagoda, Mandalay made over to me three silver images, and one bronze 
District. image of the Buddha, and one stone inscription, 
which formed part of a loot obtained by thieves, who broke into the Kang6n 
Pagoda. ‘The inscription is in Pali, and has no historical interest whatever. ft 
consists of extracts from the Buddhist scriptures, the first of which is supposed to 
have been actually recited by Gautama on his attainment of Buddhahood. The 
three silver images were subsequently returned to Mr. P. F. de la F. Sherman, 
District Superintendent of Police. 


39. The Shwelinbin Pagoda, Amarapura, was also broken into by thieves if 
December 1908, who do not appear to have obtained 
articles of any great value. They left scattered 
about on the ground diminutive figures of the Buddha in bronze. The unpro- 
tected pagodas at Amarapura seem to afford much temptation to the vandalic 
cupidity of the surrounding Zairbadi population. 


Further looting of Pagodas. 


40. Mr, Rellard of Sagaing sent to me, through the Secretariat, the impres- 
sions of two silver coins. They appear fo be about a 
thousand years old. Their date, exact or approxi- 
mate, cannot be specified, as they bear no legends. Their obverse face repre- 
sents the trident of Siva, while the discus of Vishnu is indicated on their reverse. 
They were apparently struck at an age when there was a blending of Saivaism 
and Vaishnavaism. The symbols were, no doubt, copied from the Indian coins 
of the same period. It was suggested that Mr. Rellard might be asked to 
present a few specimens to the Phayre Provincial Museum.

The main shrine and the chapel are in anexcellent state of p a 
tion, and could easily be made water-tight. The compound should 
be cleared of vegetation and suitable gates should be provided.

‘Mandalay -», Sandamani oda ..| This pagoda contains the graves of the Crown Prince, the Sagu 
- sete Mirko, the Malun Mixtha, and his brother, and the Maingpyin 
Mintha, who all lost their lives inthe Myingun rebellion of 1866. 
It also contains an iron image cast by Bodawpaya in 1802, and 
removed from Amarapura by Mindén in 1874. The inside of the 
brick pyatthat over the image has given way. It should be repaired. 


. Taiktay- Monastery | In 1904, Mr. R. Grant-Brown, I.C.S., who was Superintendent of 
Gazetteer Revision, noted as follows on this monastery :— 

“The Taiktaw is one of the finest monasteries in Mandalay. The 
carving on it and the kyaungs surrounding it is bolder and belongs 
to an earlier and, to my mind, a better, style than that of the Golden 
and Myadaung Monasteries. I think something should be done 
to preserve this fine group of buildings. The central kyaung was 
the residence of the Ti ath veatatie. and the posts were taken from 

- the Amarapura palace.” 

It was built by King Mindén in 1859, and was used under the Burmese 
régime as the official residence of the Zhathanabaing. Its interior 
is heavily gilt. 

It appears to me that the fcllowing repairs are necessary :— 

1) Thecarvings, which have fallen down from the roofs, are piled 
up in the south-eastern corner of the building, They should 
be refixed in their original position wherever possible, and 
those in position should be made firm. 

(2) The fifth, sixth, and seventh roofs and the dudska spire of the 
pyatthat should be repaired and made water-tight. 
t3) The steps should be made water-tight. 

4) The wooden flooring should be repaired. 

(5) The low battlemented parapet wall on the ground floor should 
be repaired.

Mandalay 


Man-AungeYadana | Built by King Thibaw, in 1881, after the model of the Kuthodaw 
Mandalay sa oe Pagoda at the foot of the Mandalay hill. The King is known in 
Burmese history as the “Builder of the Man-aung-Yadana Pagoda.” 
Both its historical and architectural interest lies in its being the 
shrine built by the last king of the Burmese race, and in its constituting 
the last link in the long series of religious edifices marking the sites of 
the capitals of Burma, 


sae | Tomb .. ... | King Nyaungyan Mindaya was the second son of King Hanthawadi 
Sagaing Brin Yin, and was ef Founder of the Nyaungyan Avrusty. which 
reigned at Ava from 1599 to 7%! A.D. He died in the year 1605 

on his way back from the Shan States. His remains were brought 

to Ava for burial. : 


Do. - | Do. vc ee. | Chief Queen of Nyaungyan Mindaya who died in the same year, 
and was buried by the side of her husband. 

The site of each tomb is now marked by a mound of dédrts within 
the precincts of the Sandamani Pagoda at Ava. The débris should 
be carefully removed, and a brick pyatthat with multiple roofs like 
those at Mandalay and Amarapura should be built over each in 
memory of these two personages, who played an important réle in

Mandalay .«. ; Sangyaung Monas: | Built, in 1859, by King Mindén with materials obtained by dis- 
tery. mantling a royal summer-house at Amarapura, and assigned to 
the Sangyaung Sadaw for his residence. This monk was the 
King’s Preceptor and had expected, in accordance with custom, to 
be appointed Thathanabaing on the accession of his disciple to the 
Throne ; but that high office was conferred on U Nyeyya, the 
Preceptor of the Chief Queen.

This structure has a most gorgeous interior, which is a mass of 
brilliant gilding from top to bottom. As unstinted labour and 
expense were spent on it,asa mark of respect and gratitude, it is 
one of the finest buildings of its kind at Mandalay. Unfortunately, 
it is not in a good state of preservation and a mint of money would 
be required tu restore it thoroughly. For the present, the following 
items may be attended to by the Public Works Department :— 

(i) To make the roof water-tight. 
(ii) To make the flooring firmer. 
(iii) To replace the rotten supports and posts as far as possible. 
(iv) To cut down the trees, whose branches hang over the building. 
(v) To have the building, flooring, and posts earth-oiled 
periodically. 

What is required is to arrest the further decay of the building, and 
to preserve, as long as possible, a characteristic and magnificent 
specimen of Burmese wooden architecture, which reached its 
highest water-mark in the days of King Mind6én.
